His Visit to London Sets the Ed-. 
itorial Wits A-going. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
LONDON, Aug. 3.—The first day in 


' England of Li Hung Chang was quiet 


and his occupation was confined to a 
drive around Hyde Park and Pall Mall. 
He stayed at home for the remainder 
of the time. ; 
The Times this morning has an article 
regarding Li Hung Chang’s views and 
the object of his mission to England.

had chosen. have prevented China’s 
disastrous war with Japan. He there- 
fore reproaches England with waning 
‘friendship, and contends that China 
was taken by surprise when entirely 
unprepared for war. He now desires as 
an evidence of sympathy that Eng- 
land should concede to China the right 
to make a substantial addition to the 
duties charged under the —? upon 
ods entering Chinese ports. 
fall of silver. «Li Hung Chang 
contends, has rendered the revenue de- 
rived from these duties of half of its 
original value. Japan has already se- 
cured a similar relaxation of the old 
restrictions. 

Li Hung Chang hints, according to 
the Times’ article, that this increase 
in China’s revenues, will be devoted 
to the purchase of war-like stores in 
Europe. 

“HIe assures us,” says the Times, 
“that he has great reforms already in 
operation, including provision for a 
fleet, and an army which within five 
years will place China in a position 
that would render impossible any such 
defeat as she recently endured.” 

The Times say's in an editorial on the 
foregoing: ‘When. definite proposals 
are made, England will be ready to dis- 
cuss them on a business footing. Tn- 
less the increase in duties is accom- 
panied by greater facilities for trade in 
other directions, it can only operate 
to restrict the volume of business. If 
on his return to China Li Hung Chang 
will make a beginning by insisting 
upon an efficient protection to FEuro- 
peans in the interior, and the abate- 
ment of vexatious internal imposts, and 
will guarantee equality in treatment 
between the seaboard and the land 
frontier trade, and by satisfying us 
that the concessions will not be used 
to carry out secret understandings with 
our rivals. he may be assured that 
England will not fail to respond in a 
practical manner.”

They Walk Out from Their Bath in 
Plain View of the Royal Car- 
riage—The Culprits Will not Con- 
fess and the Whole Regiment is 
Punished.

BERLIN, Aug. 3.—By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) Several members of the Second 
Guard Artillery went in swimming in 
Havel Lake the other day, and neg- 
lected the formality of securing bath- 
ing clothes. The spot selected is a 
retired one, unfértunately for the 
bathing warriors, a carriage road runs 
along the lake shore near by. Just as 
the men emerged from the bath and 
climbed up, dtipping from the water, 
a carriage drove by in plain-view, and 
among the women it contained the sis- 
ter of the Empress, who, shocked be- 
yond expression, became hysterical 
and fajnted.

BALTIMORE (Md.,) Aug. 3.—Fred- 
erick Whitney, the 18-year-term con- 
vict who committed suicida vesterday, 
claimed he was a murderer as Well as 
a highwayman. Warden Weyiler of 
the Maryland penitentiary said last 
hight that Whitney had often threat- 
ened to end his life. | 

Whitney confessed to the war 
that he had, in April of last year, ca 
fleeing. from Baltimore Officers, killed 
and robbed an old man in Altoona, Pa. 
Weyler endeavored to get the details 
of the crime, but the incoherent talk 
of the prisoner led him to believe that 
Whitney was demented. Advices re- 
ceived from Altoona indicate many in- 
accuracies in Whitney’s statements 
and it is said there that Whitney must 
have been insane. 

It was ascertained tonight thatWhit- 
ney’s real name was Joseph Hilde- 
brand, and his home is in Detroit. 
Six years ago, while serving a sen- 
tence for murder, he escaped from the 
penitentiary at Little Rock, Ark., to- 
gether with nine other prisoners.

They Think They Can Beat Bryan 
All “Holler” Talking.

NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The nomination of the “Boy 
Orator of the Platte” as candidate for 
President, has brought out a crop of 
boy orators ranging in age from the 
infant phenomenon to the high school 
valedictorians of 15, Most of these 
youthful Demosthenes are anxious to 
enlist on the Republican side in the 
present campaign, and measure ora- 
torical words with “Boy Orator’” Bryan. 
Gen. Powell Clayton of Arkansas, a 
member of the Republican National 
Executive Committee, who is to be in 
charge of the Bureau of Oratory, ar- 
rived at the national headquarters to- 
day and found a mass of letters awaiut- 
ing his consideration. Among them 
were no less than half a dozen propo- 
sitions to furnish him boy orators who 
know all about the currency question 
and are ready to debate it with the 
“Boy Orator of the Platte.” 

Among the first visitors to call on 
him were a fond father and mother 
with their offspring, an orator of 9 
years, who was represented to Gen. 
Clayton to be a prodigy. The little 


fellow wanted to give a sample of his 


powers and declaim for the general, 
but the latter was busy and made an 
engagement to meet the boy later at 
his hotel. ‘In relating the incident, 
Gen. Clayton laughingly said that the 
swboy precociously declared that he was 
able to meet Bryan on any proposition 
relating to the currency question and 
felt competent to demolish any cof the 
original “‘boy orator’s’’ arguments.

POMONA, Aug. 3. — (Special Dis- 
patch.) At the regular meeting of the 
McKinley Club of Pomona, held to- 
night the following resolutions were 
unanimously adopted: 

“Resolved, that we hereby indorse 
the national Republican platform as 
adopted at St. Louis, and declare to be 
un-Republican the financial plank of 
the State platform, and we believe that 
the enactment of a measure providing 
for the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 would ‘be 
subversive of the material and labor 
interests of the State and nation. 

' “Resolved, that we are opposed to the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver at 
a ratio of 16 to 1, first, because it means 
the virtual repudiation of one-half of 
the national debt. We believe the 
United States is too great a nation to 
do it.

The Situation at the Brown Works 
Again Critical. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 


CLEVELAND, Aug. 3.—The labor sit- 
uation in this city is again critical. One 
hundred and fifty non-union men went 
to work at the Brown Hoisting Works 
this morning, guarded by four compa- 
nies of militia. and a large force of po- 
lice. A big crowd of union men was 
present, but no outbreak occurred. The 
police and soldiers kept the strikers 


has bhgen threatened ever since the 
strike at the Brown Company’s works 
began, eleven weeks ago, was inaugu- 
rated this morning. Eighty-seven men 
employed by the Van Wagoner & Wil- 
liams Company, hardware manufactur- 
ers, laid down their tools and walked 
out. They said their only grievance 
was sympathy with the Brown Hoisting 
Company’s men. Committees were sent 
to other factories to notify the men that 
they were called out. The leaders of 
the Van Wagner strikers said they 
would demand of Mayor McKissen that 
the non-unionists be disarmed, and if 
this was refused, the strikers would 
arm themselves and compel the non- 
unionists to give up their weapons, by 
force if necessary. 

Shortly before noon Director of Police 
Abbott ordered another company of 
militia to the Brown works, making 
five companies in all. The director said 
he received private information which 
satisfied him that the condition of af- 
fairs was more serious than appeared 
on the surface. A crowd of union men 
gathered at the corner of Hamilton and 
Belden streets this morning and, when 
ordered to disperse, refused to do so. A 
squad of police charged on the crowd 
and took into custody several charged 
with violating the sidewalk ordinance. 

All of the men who struck today out 
of sympathy with the Brown strikers 
decided to return to work tomorrow

CUMMINGS KILLS HIMSELF. 


Suicide of a Wife-murderer in the 
Seattle Jail.

SEATTLE, Aug. 4.—Lawrence Cum- 
mings, who so eruelly murdered Eliza- 
beth Cummings and tried to murder 
his daughter on the night of June 11, 
committed suicide in the County Jail 
at 12:45 o’clock this morning.

Dolan was awak- 
ened from a sound slumber at 12:45 
o'clock this morning by the report of 
a pistol shot and jumping from his 
bunk, found Cummings lying on the 
floor with ‘the still smoking revolver in 
his hand. 

Cummings had made careful prepara- 
tions for killing himself. He had taken 
his pillow and blankets from his bunk, 
the pillow he placed under his head 
and the blankets he spread on the cell 
floor. When these preparations had 
been completed, he lay down on the 
floor, took the revolver from its place 
of concealment and held it to his head, 
just above the right ear, and pulled 
the trigger, the ball going entirely 
through his head.

MONTGOMERY (Ala.,) Aug. 3.—The 
size of the Democratic majority seems 
to be all that remains in doubt with re- 
gard to the result of today’s State elec- 
tion. Because of the slow process of 
counting the votes under the new bal- 
lot law, returns are necessarily slow in 
coming in, but there is no doubt ‘of a 
complete Democratic victory. Incom- 
plete returns from about half the coun- 
ties so far received indicate Democratic 
gains in all but. Mobile and Macon. 

In the former the Democrats appear 
to have lost some five hundred votes by 
Stay-at-homes, but the county is still 
in the Democratic column by 500 major- 
ity. In Macon county, which gave 
Oates a majority of 800 in 1894, the re-

gave Kolb 200 majority two years-ago. 
Marshal county, which went for Kolb 
by 600, is close and probably Demo- 
cratic.

Chambers county, with 400 majority for 
Kolb in 1894, is in the Democratic col- 
umn. Talapoosa county, with 600 ma- 
jority for Kolb at the last election, is 
close, and may be Democratic. Fay- 
ette, another Populist county, is tn the 
pga column, as are Coosa and De- 
alb. 

In the counties which Gov. Oates 
carried two years ago there have been 
increased majorities in all so far heard 
from except two. In the black belt 
every county will roll up its usual 
large Democratic majority, ranging 
from 3000 to 6000 each, Jefferson, which 
gave Oates less than 100 majority, will 
give Johnston probably 500 majority. 
Green county increased its Democratic 
majority. The same is true in nearly 
every North Alabama county. In this 
section where the Populists are 
stronger than elsewhere in the State, 
the party lost heavily. The negroes 
in North Alabama generally voted for 
Goodwin, but the number of Populists 
who’ voted for Johnston was larger 
than the negro vote cast for Goodwin.

SACRAMENTO, Aug. 3.—The follow- 
ing synopsis of the weather and crop 
conditions during the week ending Mon- 
day, August 3, is issued by the State 


- Agricultural Society in codperation with 


the United States Crop and Climate 
Service: , 

The average temperature for the week 
was as follows for the weather-bureau 
stations named: Eureka, 58 deg.; 
Fresno, 78; Los Angeles, 70; Red Bluff, 
88; Sacramento, 71; San Francisco, 60; 
San Diego, 68.. As compared with the 
normal temperature there are heat de- 
ficiencies at all points except Eureka 
and Red Bluff, the former being two 
and the latter six degrees warmer than 
normal. The deficiencies at other sta- 
tions are as follows: Fresno, 5 deg.; Los 

Angeles, 3; Sacramento, 3; San Diego, 1, 
while San Francisco's climatic condi- 
tions for the week were normal. 

There was no precipitation at any 
of the weather-bureau stations which 
is normal condition at Eureka, Fresno, 
Red Bluff and Sacramento, while a de- 
ficiency occurs at Los Angeles of .06 of 
an inch and San Francisco and San 
Diego, .03 of an inch. . ies 

The week (climatically speaking) has 
been favorable for all summer crops, 
fruit, etc. A most unusual occurrence 
was the excessive dews in the San

JAPS AND THE ESPEE. 


A Conference Which Resulted in Es- 
tablishing Friendly Relations. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRD.) 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 3.—S. Asano, 
president of the Toyo Kisen Kaisha, 
or Oriental Steamship Company, ac- 
companied by K. Okawa, S. Tomioka 
and H. Koboyashi, called upon J° C. 
Stubbs, vice-president of the Southern 
Pacific Company, today and conferred 
with that official and General Freight 
Agent C. F. Smurr, who was aiso 
present. on the various matters which 
have brought the Japanese visitors 
here. The conference was quite a 
lengthy one, and resulted in the es- 
tablishment of cordial and friendly re- 
lations between the Japanese and the 
railroad officials, which, it is hoped, 
will pave the way for some definite 
business understanding when the ofti- 
cials of the two companies meet again. 

President Asano and his associates 
explained that they were here to deter- 
mine upon a terminus on’ this coast 
for their steamship line. They were 
anxious to know from Stubbs what 
business arrangements they could make 
with the Southern Pacific Company, 
should they decide to make San Fran- 
cisco the terminus of their line, and 
explained that the nature of the ar- 
rangements they could make would 
largely influence them in deciding be- 
tween San Francisco and the other 
ports they have visited. 

In reply Stubbs assured his visitors 
that the Southern Pacific Company was 
willing to make any reasonable conces- 
sion. and enter into any reasonable 
agreement with the steamship company 
for an interchange of business, but 
until they reached a decision to make 
San Francisco a terminus of the new 
line, he said he could not talk terms 
with them. 

From here the Japanese will go to 
San Diego, and then to Chicago over 
the Santa Fé, where they may meet 
the officials of the Santa Fé system.

COLLEGE FOR NURSES. 


Organization Progressing—A Home 
Proposed—Board of Managers. 
The organization of a-Los Angeles 

training school for nurses is success- 
fullly progressing. Committees have 
been appointed to visit the County Hos- 
pital and other Los Angeles hospitals 
to secure a list of the pupil nurses and 
to confer with the board of directors 
as to the curriculum and the date of 
the opening of the fall lectures. 

It will require a two years’ course 
to secure a diploma from this training 
school, but it is expected that the first 
graduation exercises. will be held next 
June, as about twenty nurses have al- 
ready in the County Hospital pursued 
their studies for one year. 

It is important that nurses not on 
duty at night should have a home to 
go to entirely apart from the hospital 
atmosphere. One has already been se- 
cured for the County Hospital nurses, 
and it is hoped that in the course of a 
year or two, ‘.e college training school 
will-b erect a central home to 
accommddate the;nurses in the other 
hospitals. 

The school will be valuable in that 
it will provide thoroughly trained, edu- 
cated nurses; it will impress the fact 
that a trained, educated nurse is fully 
as necessary as a trained, educated 
physican, anq it will open a new ave-

Commission with reference to an 
amendment to an ordinance regulating 
the storage of gasoline, was received 
and referred to the Fire and Water 
Committee. 

The Building Committee reported, 
recommending that two extra. wash- 
bowls be placed in the new City Jail, 
and that an amendment to section 89 of 
the fire ordinance be adopted, the 
amendment relating to the maintenance 
of laundries, blacksmith shops, ete. 
The report was adopted. 

City Engineer Compton reported or- 
dinances of intention to build a cement 
curb and sidewalk six feet wide on both 
sides of Ninth street, from Pearl to 
Lakeview avenue; to establish the grade 
of Hubbard street, from Kent to Mar- 
athon street; to establish the grade of 
the alley between Eighth and Ninth and 
Lakeview to Alvarado streets, and an 
ordinance of intention to establish the 
grade of Sixth street between St. Louis 
and Chicago streets, all of which were 
adopted.

SPRINKLING THE 
STREETS. 

Considerable argument was indulged 
in by the Councilmen regarding the 
proposition to sprinkle the streets in 
the annexed portion of the city. In- 
structions were recently given the 
sprinkling contractor to sprinkle the 
streets in question, and yesterday the 
contractor asked to be informed as to 
who would pay for the extra work. 
J. B. Neville, representing the people 
of Rosedale, supplied the information 
by saying that this portion of the city 
is entitled to about $8000 for sprinkling 
and road improvement purposes, from 
the county of Los Angeles, and this 
money could be used to pay the 
sprinkling contractor. 

It required some time to settle the 
matter, but the contractor finally 
agreed to do the work and risk ‘getting 
paid for tt from this county money.

tempting to do so, in their line of busi- 
ness. 

In a few weeks, or a month at most, 
the city will be obliged to pay out a lot 
of money to taxpayers in the shape of 
rebates on taxes on personal property. 
A great deal of money is always gath- 
ered in by the City Assessor, in the 
shape of taxes on personal property, be- 
fore the tax rate for the year is fixed by 
These taxes on per- 
sonal property are paid, of course, at 
the rate in force during the past fiscal 
year which ended June 30. 

As the rate for the current year is 
certain to be much lower than it was 
last year, the city will have to pay out 
a great deal of money in the shape of 
rebates, and on September 1 these re- 
bates will be paid, as the tax levy for 
the vear is fixed during the last week 
in August. 

It is now reported, and by those who 
are able to speak with authority, that 
the money shavers are at work among 
the people who they Know will be en- 
titled to rebates, telling these people 
that they (the ‘‘shavers’’) have informa- 
tion that money is due them (the peo- 
ple) from the city, and promising, if al- 
lowed a certain commission, to get this 
money for those to whom it is due. In 
instances where the victim is aware of 
what money is meant, the note shaver 
will allege that these rebates cannot, or 
will not, be paid by the city until sev- 
eral months after the levy is fixed, and 
then the offer is made to discount the 
rebate checks, with a good, liberal dis- 
count—to the man who does the dis- 
counting. 

City Clerk Luckenbach, who is qual- 
ified to speak in the matter, says that 
the rebates will be given out early in 
September, and as soon as given out 
will be cashed by the City Treasurer. 
This being the case, it will not be neces- 
sary for any taxpayer to enlist the serv- 
ices of a money shark in securing his 
dues from the city.

Sand in the River Bed. 


Complaints are being received by the 
Councilmen from various persons, re- 
garding the work of men who are en- 
gaged in taking sand from the river- 
bed by means of m&chinery. It is 
claimed that the sand beds are being 
exhausted by this machinery, and men 
with only plain shovels to get at the 
sand fear that the supply will soon run 
out. It is said that the sand obtained 
by the use of machinery is sold at a 
very low rate, but as there is no expense 
attached to the work of getting the 
sand, except the labor involved, the 
profits are large. The Councilmen pro- 
pose investigating the matter, and it is 
suggested by some of them that the ma- 
chine-using men should be made to pay 
for the sand they get from the city.

THE PUENTE MURDER. 


BEN MINGS IS CHARGED WITH 
MURDERING JACK HAYS, 


The Defense Scores a Point by the 
Priority of the Causes—A Few 
Witnesses Testify—Case of the 
People Closes Today. 


The trial of the Mings_ brothers, 
charged with the murder of John Hays 
at Puente on April 9, 1896, was called 
in Judge Smith’s department yesterday 
morning. 

The causes were served for trial and 
Ben W. Mings was called to the bar to 
answer to the charge of participating 
in the murder. 

But little time was consumed in se- 
lecting a jury, and at 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon the cause went to trial, the 
prosecution being represented by Dep- 
uty District Attorney McComas and 
Ben Goodrich, Esq., and the defendant 
by the law firm of Davis & Rush. 

The prosecution desired to put George 
D. Mings on trial first, but the attor- 
neys in the cause objected, declaring 
that they were not ready to proceed 
with the elder brother’s trial, having 
been unable to secure certain evidence 
material to his defense. 

Upon this showing the court ordered 
Ben W. Mings’s trial to take prece- 
dence. 

A statement having been made to 
the court that the prosecution expected 
to finish taking testimony today, the 
witnesses for the defense were excused 
until tomorrow morning. 

The attorneys for the defense now ob- 
jected to the prosecution being assisted 
by two persons, and asked that Detect- 
ive Burns retire. The court stated that 
it was hardly fair for the prosecution 
to be assisted by more than one wit- 
ness, and ordered all others excluded. 
Deputy District Attorney McComas 
now stated that if he was allowed but 
one witness he would choose Detective 
Burns and allow Hayes to retire. 

Thomas F. Hays, a brother of the 
deceased, and the owner of the store 
at Puente, was the first witness called. 
He recounted the incidents of the night 
of the murder; at about 8:45 p.m. he 
heard four pistol shots and a little 
later Bill Bryant came and rapped at 
his door, saying that his brother Jack 
was being held up. He mounted his bi- 
eycle, taking with him a gun and re- 
volver and hurried to the store. Bry- 
ant went to the railroad section house 
to give the alarm. When he reached 
the store he found his brother lying 
upon the floor, dead, having been shot 
to death. 

No new evidence was called out from 
this witness, the testimony being the 
same as that given at the preliminary 
examination. The public is familiar 
with a large part of the testimony, it 
having been published in The ‘Times 
at the previous examinations, there 
having been two, the people refusing to 
go to trial when the court would not 
continue the cause. The prosecution 
immediately dismissed the action and 
swore out a new complaint, which ne- 
cessitated a second examination. 

Thomas F. Hays was permitted to 
remain at the side of the prosecution, 
it having acquiesced in Ben Mings’s 
sister taking a seat beside the defend- 
ant during the trial. 

O. Slanker of Pomona, a deputy 
sheriff and constable, was called, and 
testified to having seen Ben W. Mings 
on the day following the murder; the’ 
defendant was then in the custody of 
Sheriff Burr. 

S. B. Rowland was the next witness 
for the prosecution, and said he had

THE WATER FIGHT. 


THE CITY’S DEMURRER TO JURIS-~ 
DICTION IS OVERRULED. 


Orange-growers Bring Suits Against 
Chicago Frait Dealers for 
Breach of Contract—The Grand 
Jury Completes Its Labors. 
Three Indicted Men Arrested. 


Demurrers were overruled in two 
cases in the United States Circuit 
Court yesterday. The first was in the 
suit of the Crystal Springs Land and 
Water Company vs. the City of Los 
Angeles. The company owns about 
five acres of ground north of the city, 
besides certain water rights upon ad- 
joining land, and in the bill of com- 
plaint it is alleged that a great expen- 
diture of money was made in order to 
create the water system which now 
supplies the wants of the city. The : 
conflict arises over the position taken by 
the city, which claims that as the suc- 
cessor of the Mexican pueblo it is the 
owner of all water rights in the bed of 
the Los Angeles River and that the 
plaintiff company has no title to. its 
land. The suit was brought to estab- 
lish the company’s title. In behalf of 
the city a demurrer had been filed, al- 
leging want of jurisdiction, but this 
demurrer was yesterday overruled in 
a long opinion, and the city was di- 
rected to answer the bill. 

The second case was that of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company vs. 
the Los Angeles Electric Company. 
The complaint alleged that the Elec- 
tric Company had erected wires for 


electric lighting and power immediately 


below the Western Union wires on 
Second street, and the consequent in- 
duction and seriously interferred with 
the operation of the telegraph line. 
An injunction was asked restraining . 
the defendant from operating its wires 
in such close proximity to those of the 
plaintiff. To this bill the defendant 
had demurred, but the demurrer was 
overruled yesterday. | 

From the Superior Court of San Ber- 
nardino county was transferred the 
suit of Lavinia and Levy Hall of New 
York against Susie H. and Richard 
Mansfield. The suit grows out of the 
alleged failure of Mrs. Mansfield and 
her husband, the famous actor, to 
carry out the terms of a written con- 
tract for the purchase of certain real 
and personal property. The plaintiffs 
seek to recover damages in the sum of 
$7836. 

Two transcripts were filed from the 
Superior Court of Orange county, both 
being suits by orange-growers against 
the firm of Thacker Bros. of Chicago, 
which, it is alleged, failed to carry out 
certain comtracts for the purchase of 
plaintiffs’ orange crops in 1895. In the 
first case Mrs. N. Cartmell places her 
damages at $4077.25, and in the second, 
“WW. L. Adams figures out a claim of 
$10,425.

THE FINANCIAL SITUATION—DON’T 
EXAGGERATE,. 


It is not surprising that the exciting, 
and, in some respects and some quar- 
ters, exaggerated discussion that has 
been precipitated by the political split 
on the financial question, should have 
had a disturbing effect on that section 
of the American public who have some- 
thing to lose. Capital is proverbially 
timid, and, as a rule, the smaller the 
capitalist the more timid heis. Hence, 
it is not surprising that the too fre- 
quently loose predictions that have 
been indulged in regarding the possi- 
bilities of financial ruin have led many 
well-meaning people to become un- 


duly excited and anxious as to the im- 


mediate future of the money market. 
As The Times stated a few days ago 
in its financial column, there is danger 
that this very anxiety over anticipated 
ills may precipitate the danger which 
we all deplore. 

There is a disposition just now to 
chide the bankers for taking reason- 
able precautions to protect themselves 
and their depositors. This is unjust. 
The interest of. the depositing public is 
the interest of the bankers. With 
them they stand or fall. This fact was 
recognized when eastern bankers re- 
cently agreed to come to the aid of the 
government and restore the rapidly-de- 
creasing gold reserve to the $100,000,000 
mark. In this action the bankers were 
not specially moved by patriotic mo- 


no less patriotic than any other class 
of citizens—but they were simply 
moved by an intelligent self-interest. 
They clearly recognized the fact that 
a panic would injure themselves as 
much as their depositors. 

There is no reason for special alarm 
just now. We have been going throug 


past few weeks, but. sensible men 
should not permit themselves to be 
stampeded. Here are some remarks, 
worth reading, from a conservative 
journal, the Economist of Chicago: 

“The wild hurrah following the Chi- 
cago nomination was not answered 
immediately with a defiance which in- 
spired confidence in the timid hold- 
ers of securities, and they were carried 
away with the fear that the battle for 
a change of standard had already gone 
against them. They seem to have for- 
gotten that the people of the country 
are hardly yet lined up for this con- 
test. The machinery of the campaign 
is only just being put in. position. 

“It will be no surprising thing if we 
see in the next four weeks as rapid a 
change of sentiment as we have scen 
in the last month. Before the nomi- 
nation of Mr. McKinley the decision 
of the St. Louis convention was looked 
upon as equivalent to an election. We 
have sinee had a candidate nominated 
upon a platform which a great portion 
of his party repudiates. The country 
was astounded, however, the 
strength the silver sentiment displayed 
in that conyention. A great many peo- 
ple had believed that the silver ques- 
tion was a dead issue and that the tariff 
rather than, finance would again be the 
rallying point in the contest. They 
were surprised beyond measeure at the 
strength the silyer idea displayed in 
the South and West, and it is in that 
first surprise that we have seen the 
stock markets go to pieces, prices melt 
as in a panic, and buyers disappear. 
The next month will see a rallying 
around the gold standard, the forma- 
tion of the lines of the campaign, the 
real beginning of the battle. And 
when the people realize the strength 
of the movement and the vigor of the 
attack, we are likely to see as rapid a 
veering again of sentiment as we saw 
after the St. Louis. nominaticn. It is 
no time for faint-heartedness; it is a 
time for work and faith, and after all 
faith in the sound sober sense of the 
majority of the American citizens is 
about as safe a rock as we can have to 
tie to. - It is to be this sound, sober 
sense, after a campaign of education, 
that will decide this question of the 
standards, and fears as to the result 
will disappear as the resources, the 
strength and the righteousness of the 
gold campaign become clear.” 

Even granting, for the sake of argu- 
ment, the improbable eventuality that 
_Bryan should be elected; even then, the 
end of the sober world will not have 
been reached. To subvert the national 
finances a free-silyer Congress must be 
assured. Then, it will take many 
years for the mines to produce, or the 
mints to coin, sufficient silver dollars 
to entirely disrupt the financial status 
quo. Meantime, experience and reflec- 
tion will have had a chance to work. 

Here in California we are, perhaps, 
better able to meet possible financial 
complications than elsewhere in the 
United States. A prominent Los An- 
geles banker said yesterday, in the 
course of conversation on the financial 
question: — 

“California has always done business 
on a gold basis, and its people should 
be the last in the world to choose a 
depreciated currency. In fact, there are 
good reasons for believing that Cali- 
fornia would continue to do business 
along\old lines, even if all the rest of 
the country should go wild. .As a

other parts of the Union, the banks 
‘here have loaned their money on notes 
calling for repayment in gold, and have 
otherwise invested in gold securities, 
and consequently will not have to stand 
the shrinkage of value from which 
eastern bankers will suffer in case of a 
triumph of the silverites. Being pro- 
tected against loss, they will un- 
doubtedly protect. their depositors 
against loss. In fact, I have it upon 
what I consider excellent authority 
that there is practical unanimity among 
California bankers upon this subject. 
Should. it ever become apparent that 
silver will be depreciated, depositors 
will be given credit for what they de- 
posit; gold, silver or currancy; open- 
ing separdte accounts with the same 
individual -if he «deposited different 
kinds of money. Every deposit made 
before such action is taken will 
be treated as in gold, and will be ac- 
counted for accordingly.” 

At this critical juncture in the af- 
fairs of the nation, it is especially de- 
sirable that men should not lose their 
heads, or exaggerate the dangerous 
possibilities that may lurk in the 
womb of thefuture. It is not the high- 
est patriotism, nor even the surest self- 
protection, to hastily rush to your bank, 
withdraw your gold, and put it into a 
safe-deposit vault. 

This country has withstood graver 
dangers than the present, and when it 
was not half as strong. Stand fast! 
The Republic lives! Long live the Re- 
public!

Ordinarily a‘ mere formal acceptance 
would be a sufficient answer, but in 
view of the fact that the Congressional

It 
stands for these principles today. I 
am proud to be a member of that party, 
and to be able to say that I subscribe 
to its principles as enunciated in the 
platform recently adopted by the Na- 
tional Republic Convention at §8t. 
Louis. The Republicans of this State, 
two years ago, without due considera- 
tion, fell into what I then thought, and 
still think, was an ‘error in that it de- 
parted from the traditions and prin- 
ciples of the party on this question of 

nance. Upon such a platform I was 
elected to Congress, and in the belief 
that I was bound by its provisions, I 
cast my vote in the House in favor of 
free silver. This I did against my own 
personal convictions, in obedience to 


what I conceived to be the mandate of | 


my constituents, as expressed in that 
platform. Happily this error has been 
corrected by the almost unanimous 
voice of the National Republican party, 
in whose wisdom and ‘patriotism we all 
believe. I hasten this answer to vour 
letter on account of the early meeting 
of the Democratic Convention at Ven- 
tura, as I desire the whole people of 
this district to know my position upon 
the questions at issue in this campaign. 
This nomination I accept, therefore, 
as a national Republican, standing 
squarely upon the National Republican 
platform adopted at St. Louis, and I 
pledge the voters of this district that 
if elected I will do my utmost to carry 
out the principles of that platform.

A Chinaman Meets Death in a 
Laundry Fire. | 


\ 


Max Meyers Charged with Caus- 
ing the Blaze. 


Stoutly Maintains His Innocence, but 
Police Claim to Have a Strong 
Case+Three Buildings Destroyed 
with Their Contents. 


Max Meyers, a second-hand clothing 


dealer, is locked up in the City Jail on 
a charge of arson and the police claim 
to have conclusive proof that he caused 
a fire yesterday morning in which a 
Chinaman was burned to death, and 
considerable property was destroyed. 
Shortly before 7 o'clock vesterday 
morning a fire broke out in the rear of 
Meyers’s second-hand-clothes store at 
No. 132 East First street. An alarm was 
turned in and the fire department, 


headed by Chief Moore and Assistant. 


Chief Smith, were soon on the scene. 
When the firemen arrived Meyers’ store 
was a seething mass of flames, and the 
fire had spread to No, 134 on the east 
and Wo Sing’s Chinese laundry at No. 
130 on the west. The flames belched 
from the rear windows of Meyers’s 
store and caught the inflammable wood 
of the laundry. A number of Chinamen 
were asleep in the laundry and a few 
others were hanging up clothes on the 
roof of the building or in the back yard. 

The sleeping Chinamen were aroused 
and fled to a place of safety. Among 
those in the yard when the fire broke 
out was Quong Girk. 

Girk rushed from the yard through 
the rear of the laundry toward his bed- 
room with the intention of saving his 
blankets and a sum of money he had 
secreted in his room. The front of the 
building was in flames and the fire was 
growing hotter every minute, but the 
Chinaman still continued in his efforts 
to save his all. Suddenly a shriek rent 
the air and the Chinaman was seen to 
fall to the floor. It was impossible to 
get to him and he was burned nearly to 
a crisp. 

The laundry was entirely destroyed 
by fire in spite of the efforts of the fire- 
men to save the building. As soon as 
the ruins had cooled off the charred re- 
mains of the Chinaman were taken out 
and conveyed to an undertaker’s, The 
Coroner will hold an inquest today. 

Aside from burning the laundry and 
second-hand store, the fire had spread 
east-and destroyed the fruit and to- 
bacco store of J. B. Hunter, which ad- 
joined Meyers’s store. 

The burned buildings were owned by 
J. A. Bullard and the damage is esti- 
mated at $1000, with no insurance. 

Wo Sing was the heaviest loser by 
the fire, as he had no time to save 
anything. He places his loss at $1500, 
with no insurance. There were twelve 
Chinamen employed in the laundry, be- 
sides the one who was burned, and all 
had some money in their street cloth- 
ing, which they had left in their rooms, 
None of them succeeded in saving any- 
thing. 

Hunter.had just purchased his 
place and had no insurance, but was 
going to take out a policy yesterday 
His loss is estimated at $890. 
During the progress of the fire Sergt. 
Gus Smith of the police ‘department 

ad been making an investigation, as- 
They obtained 
information that the fire was of in- 
cendiary origin and felt warranted in 
placing Meyers under arrest. 
taken to police headquarters, where he 
was booked on a charge of arson. 

The police claim to have four wit- 
nesses to substantiate their theory. It 
is said that two of the witnesses saw 
Meyers in the rear of his store pour- 
ing gasoline on a pile of papers, and 
after thoroughly soaking them with 
the inflammable fluid, strike a match 
to the pile and then run out into the 
street. 

Meyers was arraigned before Justice 
Morrison in Police Court yesterday 
afternoon on a charge of arson. His 
examination was set for August 5, and 
bail was fixed at $2000. 

Meyers was remanded to jail, as he 
did not furnish bail, and was seen by 
a Times reporter. He said: “I opened 
my store about 6:30 o'clock this morn- 


jing and arranged- my stock nicely. A 


few minutes later a man came in with 
a pair of pants he wanted pressed. I 
lighted the gasoline stove and put on 
a big iron and while I was waiting for 
it to heat I went across the street to 
gat a cigar. When I returned and 
went in the doorway of the store the 
flames burst on me and knocked me 
back. I started to run and fell down, 
faint. I was sick and could not get 
up. Somebody picked me up and 
started to take me home in a wagon, 
when Officer Dixon told ‘them to take 
me to the Receiving Hospital, and then 
I was locked up. I think the ‘stove ex- 
ploded.” 
-Meyers claims that his loss is about 
$700 and that he had only $500_insur- 
ance. 

One of the Chinamen at the laundry 
said Meyers had made two or three at- 
tempts before to set fire to the place.

THE MONEY QUESTION. 


Can Two Standards oft 
Maintained? 
(By a Wage-earner.) 

(From the Examiner. Netional Bap- 
tist Christian Inquirer and Christian 
Secretary, New York, July 23, 1896:) 
This is the second question in my list. 
It is one which, like predestination, has 
‘unsettled many a foolish head and 
puzzled many a wise one.” 

There is a prevalent idea that a 
“double standard” can be maintained. 
Some honestly believe that if our gov- 
ernment alone should adopt the free 
coinage of silver, and decree by law 
that 16 ounces of silver shall be equal 
to one of gold, the thing would be. 
done. Others—somewhat wiser but 
much more. modest—maintain that, 
while we couldn’t do it alone, if all the 
leading commercial nations would agree 
to it, the object would be accomplished. 

There is a sly little fallacy lurking in 

this assumption. What is it, 2 

imply this: It is assumed that our 
gavernment by law, or the leading na- 
tions by agreement, can establish and 

intain a fixed ratio between gold:a1.1d 
silver, without reference to their ev_a- 
mercial ratio (which, by the way, is at 
present about 31 to 1.) 

As a matter of fact, however—and all 
history backs up the assertion—the rel- 
ative value of the two metals, whether 
as coin or commodity, does not depend 
at all upon law or international agree- 
ment, and they would persist in having: 
a commercial ratio, and impressing 
that ratio upofi the currency, in spite 
of all that could he done to prevent it.. 

It is a mediaeval absurdity that “gov- 
ernment” can fix the value of a com- 
modity. As I have said in a previous 
article (July 9,) the stamp of the gov- 
ernment does not, and cannot, create 
value, but simply guarantees the weight 
and fineness of the coin it issues. 

In all ages the effort of wise financiers 
has been to adjust the coinage ratio be- 
tween gold and silver to the actual or 
commercial ratio. .When our own coin- 
age was established in 1792, Jefferson 
and Hamilton sought diligently to get 
at the true commercial ratio between 
gold and silver, and thought they had 
found it in 15 to 1, But the true ratio 
in 1792 was 15.17 and 15.87 in 1794, when 
the first silver coins were struck. Thus 
gold was undervalued, i. e., an ounce of 
gold was worth more than fifteen ounces 
of silver. Under this arrangement our 
gold coin would not circulate, for a gold 
dollar was worth more than a. silver 
dollar (about $1.038.) In 1834 Congress 
undertook to regulate the matter, 
changed the ratio to 16 to 1, and the fine 
gold in the dollar was reduced from 
24.75 to 23.22 grains. But this under- 
valued the silver dollar, making it 
worth about $1.03 in gold. This contin- 
ued until 1873, when the silver dollar 
(only about 8,000,000 of which had been 
coined to that date,) was ‘‘demonetized”’ 
—the law of that year (absurdly called 
“the crime of 1873’) merely confirming 
what had been the fact for nearly forty 
years. 

Thus the history.of our own coinage 
alone shows the fallacy of trying by 
law to make two different commodities 
hold an exact ratio with each other. We 
began with 15 to 1—that drove gold 
out. We changed to 16 to 1—that drove 
out silver. 

This is only one of a multitude of il- 
lustrations that “Gresham’s law” holds 
good, whatever governments may try to 
do by statute law, namely, that a bad 
or inferior money invariably drives 
better money out-of circulation. 

It is apparent, therefore, that two 
standards of value cannot be main- 
tained. As Judge Aldredge of Texas 
happily expressed it: “The phrase 
‘double standard’ is a contradiction of 
terms. Standard means correct meas- 
ure, and there cannot be two different 
correct measures of value, any more 
than there can be two different correct 
weights to sell by, two different correct 
compasses to sail by, two different cor- 
rect thermometers to measure temper- 

It must be one or the other—silver or 
gold. Which shall it be? :

NEW PIANO INVENTED BY LOS AN. 
GELES YOUNG MEN. 


An Automatic Attachment by Which 
the Instrument is Played—How 
Everybody Can Have the Best 
Music to Be Obtained, .. 


The spectacle of an ordinary upright 
piano industriously performing music, 
seemingly of its own volition, the ivor- 
ies of its keyboard sinking th sud- 
den indentations, spreading? in scale 
ripples as though beneath the touch 
of unseen hands, is an exhibition now 
to be found in a Broadway music 
store. There is nothing about the ap- 
pearance of this piano which distin- 
guishes it- from any one of the other 
dozen of instruments.in the place .ex- 
cept two boxes the size of ordinary 
drawers, which suspend one on either 
side, under the counter of the key- 
board. 

Grand operas, orchestral music, du- 
ets and whatnots swell forth from the 
instrument to the wonder and delight 
of the auditors whose curiosities are

MECHANISM OF THE 


AUTOMATIC PIANO. 


is the ‘invention of two Los Angeles 
young men who have achieved what 
European invention has been trying 
unsuccessfully for some years past to 
attain, namely, an automatic piano ac- 
tion, attachable to any instrument, 
which will perform from perforated 
paper rolls, any “piece’’ whatsoever, 
and this without in any manner inter- 
fering with the board action of the 
instrument when the annliance is not 
in use;.at the W¢o comprising 
it within they *-- to make it a part 
of the instrument without exterior ob- 
struction or’ disfigurement. 

The genius of the invention is Fred 
R. Goolman, 27 years old, who was born 
in Iowa and came here with his father, 
J. N. Goolman, a piano-maker, two 
years ago from Kansas City. He has 
been assisted in the work by the me- 
chanical skill and thought of a sec- 
ondary genius named H. M. Salyer, who 
was born in Iowa in 1874 and who 
worked. with Goolman in the Santa Fé 
offices in Topeka, preceding his friend’s 
residence in this city by having come | 
here in 1890. 

Goolman’s thoughts were first turned 
toward piano actions through his visit 
to’ the World’s Fair. He there saw 
eight instruments upon which this form 
of action had. been attempted, all of 
them European, most of them coming 
from France. The efforts were all very 
crude end unsatisfactory. Several of 
them worked through the slotted paper 
roll whose perforations corresponded to 
the keys of the instruments, but they 
were arranged to release springs which 
impelled’ hammers to strike the wires. 

It was not until some time after Gool- 
man’s arrival in Los Angeles that he 
was employed by a wealthy resident 
here to take one of these foreign. ac- 
tions from one piano and place it in an- 
other, that he gave the idea of such ac- 
tion serious thought. He then evolved 
the idea of introducing pneumatics as 
the principle of the action. This he 
does by arranging a bellows and pump 
in the back of the instrument which is 
operated by a small electrical dynamo 
which sits in the bottom of the piano 
behind the footboard; the dynamo is 
fed by an ordinary electric-light wire 
and can be run at 5 cents per hour. This 
pump draws air through little holes 
which run along the edge of a board 
about two feet wide, which is fixed in 
the right-hand drawer under the key- 


board counter, and over which the per- |. 


forated paper roll runs. Start the ma- 
chine going and cover all these holes 
and no sound would be possible; un- 
cover all of them and all of the keys of 
the keyboard would go down and all 
the notes of the instrument would be 
sounded. There is one hole for each 
note and pedal in the instrument and 
the perforations of the paper roll vor- 
respond to the keys to be. struck 
in the playing of the selection as the 
paper moves over the arrangement 
of pneumatic holes. -When air enters 
one of these holes it runs down a rub- 
ber tube and inflates a bellows which 
collapses another bellows which strikes 
a right angle pivot which, in turn, de- 
livers a blow against the under side 
of the key lever, and the wire is struck 
as in hand-playing; the same bellows 
principle is applied to the movement 
of the pedals whereby expre’ sion is given 
to the playing, a principle none other 
of these-actions have attained. Speed 
in- playing from grave.to prestissomo 
is attained by'simple regulation of speed 
of the dynamo.. The action seems to 
be .perfect, as there is: no point left 
unprovided for, and it would appear 
that invention in the.line of automatic 
act'ons has,now gone. as far as it can 


Goolman. possesses the characteristics 
of true inventive genius, He is silent, 
retiring and’ somewhat uncommunica- 
tive, and indefatigable as a warker. 
Two.years ago. he thought: he was a 
millionaire, ‘for he-invented a 'multi- 
polar'cynamo;-he had several working 
models, and was flushed with victory. 
He went:-to the World’s Fair and. fouhd 
the invention had been anticipated’ by 
an English inventor, was then, lighting 
the city of _London, and had ‘been 
patented in the United States about 
a week before... While working on that 
machine Goolman started’ it to running 
and tipped the end of.the wire to his 
tongue—to see if he had a current: 
the current was there, and it knocked 
him unconscious on the floor, and 
burnt his tongue so he could not eat 
for a week; when he came to his senses 
his father says he was “tickled «to 
death” because he had found that his 
machine would produce a current. 

Goolman also invented the return call 
button used on the American District 
telegraph boxes, has made dynamo ap- 
pliances and other original objects. 
The.Action has been patented and a 
factory will shortly be opened in Los 
Angeles for its manufacture. :

His parents or guardian must sign 
a paper giving him to the government 
until he is 21 years of ages He becomes 
known at onée as a third-rate appren- 
tice, and in a few days he is sent to a 
training school at Newport, where he 
is taught rudiamentary. things about 
a sailor’s life and work. After remain- 
ing at Newport for. six months he is 
transferred to one of two _ training 
ships. These are the Essex and the Al- 
liance. He remains on one of these 
for six months and takes a cruise. 

On the voyage he learns how to han- 
dle the sails, how to sew and splice 
and how to handle guns. Innumerable 
other things about a sailor’s life he also 
picks up, and when he returns he is 
transferred to a modern man-of-war, 
where he becomes an apprentice of the 
second class. Here he takes his place 
with the regular crew, and has his 
allotted share of the daily routine to 
perform. He is examined every three 
months, and usually he becomes an ap- 
-prentice of the first class in six months, 
when he has a rank that corresponds 
to the rank of seaman with sallors.

THH.NEW BRIDGH OVER THE EAST 
RIVER TO RE A COLOSSUS. 


‘Et Will Be a Record Breaker—Six 


. Railroad Tracks, Two Roadways, 
Two Footpaths and Two Bicycle 
Patha to Be Carried by It. 


(CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, July 26—As the sapi- 
ent Parson Jasper of Richmond re- 
marked, “the world do move.” 

On the 24th day of May, 1884, when 
the Brooklyn bridge Was opened to 
traffic, it was one of the engineering 
wonders of the world. In twelve years 
it has become a back number. 

How much of a back number it is 
surprising to learn by a comparison 
with the new one, whose construction, 
about a mile and a half further up the

‘Tiver, is now being busily pushed. For 
that matter, the Frith of Forth bridge 
opened near Edinburg a number of 
years ago, was bigger and higher and 
longer and heavier than the Brooklyn 
bridge, but it will, in turn, be surpassed 
by the structure which is now about to 
rise from thé water’s edge. uniting the 
sundered sections of Greatér New York. 
For the new East River bridge, al- 
though 100 feet shorter in its central

The old bridge has two foot-ways, 
two carriage-ways, and two railroad 
tracks: The new bridge Will have six 
railroad tracks, two carriage-ways, two 
foot-ways,- and two bicycle paths. Two 
of the railroad tratks are for elevated 
cars, which, ‘withétit doubt, will se- 
cure conneéctién 6n.both sides of the 
river so that passengers can go twenty 
or twenty-five miles; say from Jamaica 
to Yonkers, ge once descénding 
iv the level o 4 street, possibly even 
without changing cars.

MUST PAY IN GOLD. One of the 
curious developments of the financial 
discussion has,crept out in San Fran; 
cisco, where it appears that a woman 
named Annie Donahue, who owns a 
large amount of real estate in San 
Francisco, has for some time: past in- 
sisted that all her leases of property 
should be made payable, not in gold 
coin of the United States, but in Eng- 
lish sovereigns or gold bullion. Follow- 
ing is a copy of a lease made recently 
by this property-owner, in which Erg- 
lish money is demanded: 

“But the monthly rent or sum of four 
hundred ($400) dollars, payable_only as 
herein specified, in equal installinents 
on the eighth day of each and every 
month of said term, said monthly pay- 
ments to be made in cold cein of the 
United States of the mint standard of 
A.D, 1861 provided, however, if at any 
time during the term hereby created, 
the lessee or its assigns shali propose or 
offer to pay said monthly rent or any 
part thereof in any other currency than 
that above specified, the lessor, her 
heirs or assigns shall have the right ty 
an instrument under her hand to 4de- 
clare the terms of this lease changed, 
and they shall thereupon be changed so 
that the said monthly rent shall Uience- 


forth become and be the sum of eighty 


(£80) pounds sterling, money of tle 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Treland.”’ 

Other leases call for payment in gold 
bullion, 900 fine. 


COMMERCIAL. 

TRADE WITH AUSTRALIA. United 
States Consul Bell of Sydney, who is 
visiting San Francisco, has been telling 
the Chamber of Commerce of this city 
about the chances which the Tl!nited 
States misses of trade with Australia. 
Mr. Bell gives some interesting facts 
in regard to the trade of Australia, 
which country leads the world in com- 
merce, its imports and exports being as 
great as those of any couniry of five 
times the population. Of this large 
commerce the United States receives 
just about 6 per cent.

FRAUDULENT CANNED GOODS. 
California fruit-packers are indignant 
at reports which have been received 
the East in* regard to a big 
scheme of Baltimore packers to label 
their products with California brands,

“I learned todav confidentially that 


‘the Baltimore packers intended packing 


a large quantity of peaches this season 
under California labels, both standards 
and seconds. One broker has already 
taken orders for 4000 cases, subject to 
approval of samples and prices, and the 
buyers have selected their labels. The 
cans are to be labeled in Baltimore 
and shipped in plain cases, the packer 
furnishing a stencil and the cases to 
be branded after arrival at destination. 

“From the indifference manifested 
by the jobbers in this State I am in- 
clined to believe that the Jobbers’ As- 
sociation here, at a meeting held last 
month, agreed to refrain from buying 
any canned fruit futures from Califor- 
nia. °The all talk in the same vein, 
and say they will buy the goods ‘next 
spring or when they need them, and 
that the California packers must 
goods 

“Baltimore packers are also goin 
pack sliced peaches and put see = 
the market so as to afford both jobber 
and retailer a good profit by selling 
to the consumer at 10 cents.” 

It is easy to understand that in the 
present unsatisfactory state of the 
fruit market the local packers would 
be unable to dispose of much of their 
product if the eastern market should 
be flooded with fruit sold under the la- 
bel of California brands by men who 
have no high rates of freight to pay. 


THE WOOL BUSINESS. Among the 
industries that have suffered most se- 
verely through the present tariff policy 
of the United States is the sheep busi- 
ness and its various allied wool tn- 
dustries. It is a well-known fact that 
sheep-raisers of California are at pres- 
ent scarcely making expenses and that 
the only way they can Keep up at all 
is by selling many sheep for mutton, 
If it were not for the hope that there 
will be a revival of protection before 
of them would go out 
of business. Humboldt wool, which 
under the McKinley Bill would bring 
from 20 to 25 cents a pound, under the 
present tariff cannot be disposed of at 
half that figure. The manager of a 
big wool firm in San Francisco re- 
cently stated that the wool clip this 
is bales short of the 

rerage, which means a yv ‘y 
to the State. 

ccording to a report recent] re- 
pared by Worthington Ford, A of 
the statisti¢al bureau of the Treasury 
Department, the decline in the sheep 
industry has been marked for ten 
years, though it reviyed wonderfully 
under the brief protection of the short- 
lived McKinley Bill. From Mr. Ford’s 
table it appears that the number of 
sheep in America has declined from 
48,322,381 im 1885 to 39,372,943 in 1895 and 
the scoured wool produced has declined 
from 124,945,625 pounds in 1885 to 101.. 
718,690 pounds in 1895, these . figures 
showing a decrease of 8.372.943 in the 
number of animals, and 23,226,935 
scoured wool. 

Ss enormous reduction no les 
than 3,552,606 head of sheep 
587 pounds of scoured wool occurred be- 
tween 1894 and 1895: but apart from 
this, the decline was uniform during 
the whole period. It is also note- 
worty that the decline in the Wool- 
producing districts has been greater 
than these figures show. as in a few of 
the Western States, where sheep are 
now kept primarily for their mutton.

-NEW YORK, July 24, 1896.—An In- 
dian journal speaks in highly com- 
mendatory terms of the excellence of 
American plumbing, as well as domes- 
tic heating, lighting, and ventilation. 
Its criticism is prompted by the perusal 
of an American plumbing paper, and 
it refers with envy to the convenience 
of an American house. Among other 
details are mentioned “the steam-heat- 
ing apparatus, which is a radiator of 
artistic form, that may be placed in 
any room having pipe connections, and 
is generally removed in summer. It 
dispenses with a fireplace and involves 
no labor except that of turning the 
steam on or off. Their heaters for 
these are of infiinite variety, many of 
them being self-feeding with regard to 
fuel. There is a domestic furnace 
which dries and burns all garbage 
from a house of any size; waste papers, 
old boots, clothing, baskets, or other 
unsaleahle materials, are thus quickly 
disposed of. The smoke passes into 
the house chimney. Their bath and 
closet fittings are an equal credit to 
art and science. In everything there 
is evident a striving to economize time 
and labor by leaving the fitter nothing 
to make.” In contrast to this is given 
a sketch of the Bombay plumber of the 
average sort, who, it is stated, would 
be a mine of wealth for a New York 
comic paper. His workshop is like a 
marine store, where second-hand ma- 
terials are more conspicuous than new 
stock. The new stock is of the cheap- 
est description that. money can buy, 
and much of it would bear no proper 
test. He puts in second-hand and half- 
worn material wherever he can, and 
charges all he dare for it. His charges 
are based on what he thinks he can 
can get out of his cliert, modified by 
an abatement, without which no client 
would give him an order. There must 
also be a lot of talking, in which each 
party makes the other understand that 
he is not honest, and on this mutual 
basis, the bargain is struck. As’a rule, 
nothing is written down or specified, 
and if, in the course of execution, an 
extra scamping canbe introduced by 
the plumber, it is Gone. So “rain 
spouts are made of old kerosine tin, 
water-tap valves are repaired with old 
rubber, loose pipe screws are. tightened 
with a bit of rag, or string or putty, 
cracked iron pipes are patched, painted 
and sold as new, gutters are made of 
Sheet zinc as thin as’ paper, and the 
plumbing trade can Ohly be compared 
for degradation to the pass to which the 
Indian growth of catton has come.”

KILLING THE ARMY WORM. 

It is now somewhat late to talk of 
killing the army worm, but a farmer 
in New York State says he has discov- 
ered a remedy which is worth bearing 
in mind for future use. His specific is 
«common salt, which, he maintains, kills 
the worm almost instantly on contact. 
To comfine the worm where they were 
operating, he put a windrow of salt 
around the field, and to protect a grow- 
ing crop that was not infested, he run 
a line of salt around it. He found the 
plan most successful. Judging from 


tities of the worms were killed, he is 
confident that when the worms under- 
take to crawl over the row of salt. 
enough of the salt to be fatal will ad-. 
here to them... It is understood that the 
experiment is to be further tested, and 
the result will be given to the public. 
One of the common methods of fight- 
ing the pest is to dig a deep ditch or 
furrow along the fleld invaded, with a 
perpendicular wall on the outer edge. 
This will catch most of them, and they 
can then be crushed or killed with ker- 
osene. A broad band of tar also makes 
a good barrier. When marching over 
a@ comparatively smooth piece of 
ground, a heavy roller can be used to 
crush them. When already in a corn- 
field their progress can be stayed by 
the ditching already described. A few 
rows in advance of the army should 
be sprayed with paris green in water, 
or dusted on while the dew is on with 
dry paris green and air-slaked lime. 


MEASURING AN ODOR. 


Eugene Mesnard, a French botanist, 
is reputed to have discovered a simple 
and easy method of measuring the in- 
tensity of an odor. He takes advan- 
tage of the delicate qualitative power 
of the senes of smell; that is, of its 
ability to discriminate between odors, 
be they different only by a very little, 
He finds that if some very character- 
istic odor be mingled with the one 
to be measured, there is a certain point 
where they balance, and form what he 
cails a “neutral odor.” In this state 
the -addition of a minute quantity of 
either scent causes that one to predom- 
inate. The way M. Mesnard ‘goes 
about making his measurement is to 
confine under a bell glass the perfume 
whose intensity is to be ascertained, or 
the object that gives it off, say a bunch 
of violets. The odor of turpentine is 
pumped in by squeezing a rubber bulb 
till the “neutral odor’ is obtained, the 
experimenter observing carefully the 
developments by smelling through a 
connecting tube. Then the mixed 
scents are admitted, gradually, into a 
jar containing glowing phosphorous.

APPARATUS FOR ATTACHING 


STAMPS.

It is also extremely 
cheap. 

A POSSIBLE REMEDY AGAINST 

PHYLLOXERA. 


The highly. poisonous nature of acety- 
lene has suggested the possibility of 
employing carbide of calclum as an in- 
secticide for agricultural purposes. 
Tests are proposed in which the carbide 
will be thoroughly mixed with earth, so 
that under the influence of moisture 
acetylene may be slowly given off at the 
roots of plants. This would have the 
effect of destroying all animal life, 
while the bye-products, consisting of 
chalk and a little ammonia, would have 
a beneficial influence on the soil. It is 
thought that if the method should be 
found effective, it may be turned to 
very valuable account as a remedy for 
phylloxera. Whether it would succeed 
equally well in all weathers, wet or dry, 
remains to be proved. 


VINEGAR AS AN ANTIDOTE TO 
CARBOLIC ACID. 


It is difficult for persons in good health 
to conceive why suicides should choose 
such a frightfully painful medium for 
their purpose as carbolic acid. It is not 
generally known that to this vicious 
ane vinegar is an excellent antidote. 

hen applied to a cutaneous or mucous 
surface which has been burned by the 
acid, the characteristic whitish appear- 
ance produced by the caustic at once 
disappears, and subsequent scarring is 
to a great extent prevented. Vinegar is 
an equally efficacious remedy when the 
acid has been taken into the stomach, 
and it is recommended that the patient 
should, as soon as possible, drink some 
vinegar mixed with an equal part of 
water, after which other measures may 
be taken to more fully counteract the 
poison. 


HARDENING STEEL IN PETRO- 
LEUM. 


It is found that steel articles hardened 
in petroleum show no cracks, do not 
warp, and after hardening, remain 
nearly white, so that they can be biped 
without previous rubbing with emery. 
The articles to be hardened should be 
thoroughly rubbed with ordinary wash- 
ing soap, heated to a cherry red in @ 
charcoal fire, and then quickly plunged 
into petroleum.

Each party 
is evidently disposed to force the other 
to take civil proceedings to gain pos- 
session of the plant, and meanwhile 
the hour is approaching for the 
printers to begin work. It looks very 
much as though an irresistible force 
would collide with an immovable body 
this evening. 

It is said that the real parties behind 
Messrs. Harbison and Norton are

J. W. F. Diss, A. G. Kendall and Dr.

THE COUNTY HOSPITAL. 

The Times correspondent is in receipt 
of a letter from Thomas Flynn, late 
an employé of ‘the County Hospital, 
in which he charges that the place is 
infested with vermin, the patients are 
badly neglected, one in particular hav- 
ing been. kept for ten years without 
being given a bath; that the patients 
are allowed to wander to town at will 
‘and get drunk, and that general pande- 
monium and filth rule at that institu- 
tion. The Times correspondent has 
made a careful investigation of the 
charges, has personally inspected the 
hospital and interviewed a number of 
inmates without the knowledge of the 
managers of the institution. From all 
that can be seen and learned from a 
number of reliable sources it is believed 
the charges are wholly false. All about 
the hospital there are striking evi- 
dences of neatness and good order. 

Thomas Flynn, who makes the 
charges, is the powerful man who a 
few days ago brutally abused a rheu- 
matic invalid who was finally forced 
to grab a knife to defend himself. The 
matter was investigated, and it was 
found that Flynn was to blame and he 
Was discharged from his post as nurse. 

SERIOUS INJURY.

RIVERSIDE COUNTY. 


Killing Secale with Steam Com- 
mended—Exchange Reorganized, ; 


RIVERSIDE, Aug. 3.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) A prominent man just 
returned from Orange county tells of 
an experiment being conducted there 
which seems to be meeting with suc- 
cess, and which will prove of vast ben- 
efit to the fruit industry if successful. 
It is the killing of scale by the use of 
steam, in much the same manner as 
gases have been used in the past. Dr. 
Woodbridge of Los Angeles is in 
charge. Experiments are said to have 
shown that the trees are uninjured by 
the steam up to a temperature of 126 
deg., while 118 deg. kills all animal life, 
and after the treatment the trees pre- 
sent a clean and pretty appearance. A 
tent is erected over the tree and the 
steam turned into the tent. A ther- 
momter is kept inside, and there is 
consequently no danger of getting the 
heat too high. The informant of the 
correspondent has been identified with 
orange growing for twenty years, and 
says he believes an “old-fashioned” 
hot summer would clean out the seale 
completely, except in places protected 
by dense foliage. Consequently he be- 
lieves the penetrating heat ef steam 
will kill all scale on the trees, while the 
moisture will loosen them and cause 
them to fall. :

A REJOINDER. 


Who Constitute the Anarchic Ele- 
ment in National Life. 
Referring to an article published in 
the Los Angeles Herald, July 27, having 
for its text the words of Senator White 
that the Democratic party is not a be- 
liever in anarchy, a Pasadena 
spondent rejoins at considerable length 


in a letter to The Times, premising his] — 


communication with statement | 
that, although it is not believed ‘that all 
Nemocrats are anarchists, one is yet 
forced to believe that all anarchists 
are Democrats. In support of ‘this he 
says: | 

“We had a good parallel to this in 
1861, when all Democrats were not se- 
cessionists, but all 
Democrats, and as the secessionalists 
at that period were the enemies of the 
government, so, today, are the anar- 
chists, of which Altgeld is chief apos- 
tle, the pronounced and dangerous 
enemies of our free institutions.” 

The writer further says: “Listen to 
what Gov. Waite of Colorado had to 
say of Altgeld at the late Populist con- 
vention in St. Louis. I quote from the 
Los Angeles Herald of July 20: ‘I be- 
lieve in the sincerity and fidelity to 
Populist principles of Altgeld and Pen- 
noyer, who, with Bryan, dominated the 
Chicago convention.’ ”’ 

The writer ‘then proceeds to define 
anarchy in order to determine whether 
Altgeld is not a believer in it. “Web- 
ster,” he says “defines it thus: ‘Want of 
government; a state of severity when 
there is no law or supreme power, or 
when the laws are not efficient and 
individuals do what they please with 
impunity; poYtical confusion. Was 
this not the pfecise state of affairs at 
that red-handed Debs riot that held 
up the United States mails, throttled 
interstate commerce, | terrorized the 
whole nation and paralyzed its busi- 
ness from the lakes to the sea, and 
did not Altgeld believe in it, and if not, 
why not? He refused to use the Iili- 
nois Staite troops to suppress it, and 
bitterly denounced President Cleve- 
patriotic action in 
sending Gen. Miles with United States 
troops to Chicago for that purpose. 
For such conduct on the part of Alt- 
geld, the writer says, “Democrats and 
even old Confederates all over. the coun-. 
try were loud in denouncing him as an 
anarchist and enemy of our country. 

“And if this,” continues the writer, 
“is not proof positive of the Anarvhist 
principles of Altgeld, who is at the 
head of this free-silver Democracy, let 
us briefly examine his official act in con- 
nection with the Haymarket murderers, 
whom he pardoned out of the Illinois 
State prison. These Anarchists had all 


der, appealed their case to the Supreme 
Court of the State, where the decision 
of the lower court was affirmed, from 
which: they appealed to the Supreme 
Court of the Uniter States, which sus- 
tained the decision of the Supreme 
Court of Illinois.”’. Yet, as the writer

and rendering nugatory. the decisions of 
all the courts even to that of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. 

In conclusion, the writer says: “‘Now 


aite-says (and I believe | 


him,) these are the class of men who 
dominated the Chicago convention, and 
who nominated Bryan, thoughtful and 
patriotic men of all parties will in- 
quire, should Bryan be elected, if these 
dangerous hotheads are not the ones 
who will dominate his administra- 
tion, Finally, let it be fairly and 
positively understood that true patriots 
of all parties do not charge anarchy to 
the free-silver Democracy on account of 
free silver (which cuts no figure.) but 
because of the notorious and indisput- 
able fact of their having indorsed and 
encouraged in their national platform 
the dangerous and lawless acts of Alt- 
geld, the archangel of anarchy.” 

The conclusion is that, while the Dem- 
ocratic party, as a party, and as it
